SAN DIEGO — The diocese will 
observe the first national holiday 
commemorating the birthday of the late 
Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., with a 
prayer service at St. Joseph Cathedral 
Jan. 19 at 3 p.m. 


Congress has established the third © 


Monday in January as the holiday 
honoring the assassinated civil rights 
leader. 


THE MARTIN Luther King, Jr., 
Federal Holiday Commission, chaired by 
Coretta Scott King, has requested that 
churches hold memorial services on that 
day. The commission encourages 
ecumenical celebrations and has asked 
that all churches have bells rung at noon 
on Jan. 20. 


Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez 
will preside at the diocesan memorial 
service; Father Giles Conwill, in 
residence at St. Joseph Cathedral, will be 
the moderator; Deacon Marvin Threatt 
of Christ the King parish will deliver the 
homily. The public is invited. 

The theme ‘‘Living the Dream”? will be 
incorporated into the service through 
scripture readings, excerpts from Dr. 
King’s speeches, and prayers, Deacon 
Threatt said. Music will be provided by 
the Diocesan Gospel Choir and choirs 
from Christ the King and St. Rita 
churches.

THREATT WILL give the invocation 
at the Jan. 20 commemorative service to 
be held at the San Diego County 
administration building. 


“Tt is just as important for whites to 
celebrate Dr. King’s anniversary as 
Blacks,’’ Threatt said. ‘‘For Blacks, he is 
a symbol of liberation; for whites he 
symbolizes an awakening of conscience 
on social justice issues. All races can 
emulate his efforts on behalf of peace, 
justice, and equality.”’ 

Dr. King won the 1964 Nobel Peace 
Prize for his opposition to nuclear arms. 


“‘T refuse to accept the cynical notion 
that nation after nation must spiral down 
a militaristic stairway into the hell of 
thermonuclear destruction,’”’ he said in 
accepting the award. 


Pro-life rallies will mark court decision

SAN DIEGO — Pro-life groups 
throughout San Diego County have slated 
a number of rallies and pickets for Jan. 
22, the 13th anniversary of the Supreme 
Court ruling on Roe vs. Wade. 


On Jan. 22, 1973, the Supreme Court 
declared unconstitutional a Texas statute 
that made it a crime to procure or attempt 
an abortion. The ruling had the effect of 
striking down state restrictions on 
abortion. 


A RALLY will be held at 11 a.m. on 
Jan. 22 at ‘‘Speaker’s Corner,’’ 6th 
Avenue and Laurel Street in Balboa Park. 
Joe Bauer, of KFMB-radio, will be the 
featured speaker, said Marilyn Smyth, of 
the Right to Life Council of San Diego. 


Smyth expects many local pro-life 
groups to join in the rally. She is 
requesting that participants carry signs 
bearing right-to-life messages. 

Following the Balboa Park gathering, 
those present will journey to offices of 
physicians who perform abortions and to 


abortion clinics throughout San Diego 
County for sidewalk demonstrations, 
Smyth said. The Right to Life Council 
plans to distribute maps of such nearby 
facilities for picketing. Smyth cited 
Planned Parenthood and Womancare as 
examples of abortion clinics near the 
Balboa Park rally site. 


CONCERNED CITIZENS for 
Human Life, one of the groups scheduled 
to join in the Balboa Park rally, plans to 
assemble outside Dr. E. Allred’s clinic on 
Alvarado Road for a rosary rally 
afterward, according to Anne Fitch, 
CCHL head. 


CCHL members assemble outside Dr. 
Allred’s abortion clinic for a rosary rally 
the first Saturday of each month, Fitch 
explained, adding that the Knights of 
Columbus picket the clinic on the second 
Saturday of each month. 


Besides praying the rosary, CCHL 
parks a mobile unit outside the clinic 
where nurses and a doctor provide 
pregnancy testing and counseling, Fitch 
said. ‘‘Natural Family Planning (NFP) is 


the all-around basic thrust. We want to 
teach people to understand fertility,’’ 
Fitch, a nurse, explained. 


FITCH HAS established the Fitch 
Fertility Center, Inc., to instruct people 
about NFP. Besides instructing couples at 
the center, Fitch teaches NFP classes at 
Our Lady of Peace Academy and Our 
Lady of Grace School. 


In South Bay, a picket is scheduled for 
9 a.m. outside a medical center at 480 4th 
Avenue, said Pastor Don Schock of 
Calvary Chapel. Schock said two doctors 
at the center perform abortions. His 
group has picketed the facility every 
Tuesday from noon to 2 p.m. since 
October. 


Besides picketing, the Calvary Chapel 
pro-life group~ also counsels women. 
Schock said his group works with 
organizations such as the Christian 
Action Council and the Center for 
Unplanned Pregnancy, groups that help 
women provide for adoption or that aid 
those who want to keep their child. 


A PICKET will be held at the Fifth 


Avenue Medical Building, 150 West 
Washington Street, at 2 p.m. Jan. 22, 
said Eileen Scipione. Seven doctors at the 
facility perform abortions, she said. 
Scipione is a member of an evangelical 
pro-life group that has picketed and done 
sidewalk counseling outside the Fifth 
Avenue building for months. She also 
works with the Center for Unplassee 
Pregnancy. 


In the North County, a noon 
demonstration will be held at 365 S. 
Rancho Santa Fe, the address of an 
OB/GYN who performs abortions, in San 
Marcos. The location has been picketed 
by a number of North County churches 
for the past year, according to Mindy 
Willis, a member of Mission Evangelical 
Free. Church in Vista. Willis requests 
participants to bring signs with 
compassionate messages to the 
demonstration, citing ‘‘Please don’t kill 
your baby’’ and “‘Unborn children are 
people, too’’ as examples.

MASS MEDIA USEFUL — Religious 
orders should use the mass media more 
frequently to spread the Church’s message, 
said Archbishop John Foley, head of the 
Pontifical Commission for Social 
Communications. Religious should also 
develop ‘‘a ministry to communicators,’’ he 
said in a year-end talk to religious superiors in 
Rome. Communicators ‘‘have special spiritual. 
needs, ethical dilemmas, professional and 

' competitive pressures,’’ he said. Archbishop 
Foley is a priest of the Philadelphia archdiocese 
and former editor of The Catholic Standard 
and Times, the archdiocesan newspaper. 


SCREEN WRITER DIES — Screen 
writer and playwright Emmet Lavery, 84, died 
Jan. 1 in Tarzana, Calif., near Los Angeles, 
after suffering a heart attack. A Mass of 
Christian Burial was celebrated at Our Lady 
of Grace Church in Encino. Lavery was the 
author of ‘‘The First Legion,’ a Broadway 
play about the Jesuits. He is noted for the 1965 
television movie, ‘‘Magnificent Yankee.’’ 
Lavery also was a biographer of Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes and author of the screenplay, 
“The Court-Martial of Billy Mitchell.’’ 


NEW YEAR CHALLENGE — Bishop 
Howard J. Hubbard of Albany wants the 
Church to stop providing alcoholic drinks at 
church fund-raising activities. The bishop 
cited the problem of alcoholism and the 
glamorization of drinking in society as the 
reasons for his ‘‘modest but controversial’’ 
suggestion, which he also described as a 
“‘challenge’’ for the new year. His comments 
came in his column in The Evangelist, Albany 
diocesan newspaper. Instead of holding 
cocktail parties to raise money, he suggested, 
church groups could hold social events offering 
“‘speciality foods, ethnic drinks, novelty 
desserts, or creative non-alcoholic punches and 
other beverages.’’ 


RETIRED BISHOP WANTED — The 
National Coalition of American Nuns has 
called for ‘‘retired and zealous Catholic 
bishops’’ to begin ordaining women priests. 
Retired bishops ‘‘have nothing to lose,’’ the 
Chicago-based group said in a front-page 
editorial in the January edition of its monthly 
newsletter. NCAN says it has about 2,000 
members. There are 115,000 women 
Religious in the United States. Church law 
declares the ordination of women invalid, 
meaning that even if a bishop broke the law to 
ordain a woman she would not become a 
priest. 


AD AGAINST TERRORISM — “Don’t 
let terrorism spread into America,” said the 
headline of a statement by a wide-ranging 
coalition of more than 200 U.S. religious and 
ethnic leaders, published as a full-page ad in

business day of the new year. Koch said afterward that he was ‘‘going to make a request publicly 
of people who have farms, estates’? to lease or lend them to Mother Teresa. Cardinal John 
O’Connor of New York accompanied Mother Teresa as she spoke to the press outside a 
Greenwich Village hospice where AIDS patients are cared for by nuns of her order. New York 
Gov. Mario Cuomo released three prisoners with AIDS from the state prison at Ossining to the

JAILING DELAYED — A judge delayed 
the jailing of the Plowshares Eight, who were 
scheduled to begin serving prison terms Jan. 2 
for damaging nuclear missile components 
during a 1980 protest at a Pennsylvania 
weapons plant. Judge Samuel H. Salus II of 
Montgomery County, Pa., near Philadelphia, 
had ordered the defendants to begin serving 
their sentences, but he vacated that order the 
week before it was to be carried out. The eight, 
who include Jesuit Father Daniel Berrigan of 
New York and his brother Philip of Baltimore, 
face sentences of up to 10 years. 


HOLY LAND TRIPS — American 
pilgrims to the Holy Land should not be afraid 
to make such a trip despite the most recent 
terrorist attacks at airports in Rome and 
Vienna, the director of ‘the U.S. Catholic 
Office for Pilgrims said. The director, Father 
John Lazar, said large numbers of people 
planning pilgrimages had called his office since 
the Dec. 27 airport attacks to ask whether they 
should proceed with their plans. He said some 
people had canceled pilgrimages, but not a 
large number. When they ask his opinion 
about a trip to the Holy Land, he said, he tells 
them there is ‘‘not that much to fear,’’ and he 
himself would have no hesitation in going.

Some expectations for synod not realized 


The truth about the recent Extraordinary Synod of 
Bishops in Rome is in the eye of the beholder. Some say it 
was a victory for Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, prefect of 
the Vatican Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith, 
-and a defeat for the liberals. Others say it was vice versa. 
Still others have hailed it as a tie. 


That suggests that media commentators are too readily 
inclined to assess synods in terms of personalities and to 
score them in the winners vs. losers jargon of the sports 


page. 


IT WOULD be unfair for either liberals or 
conservatives to use the pre-synodal writings or public 
statements of Cardinal Ratzinger as their exclusive 
benchmark in assessing the outcome of the extraordinary 
synod. As far as one can tell from the public record, the 
cardinal neither controlled nor tried to control the synod. 


Too many U.S. reporters, by their own admission, 
came to Rome expecting a knock-down, drag-out fight 
centering around the personality of Cardinal Ratzinger. 


Indeed, a number of reporters sheepishly volunteered 
the information that in negotiating with editors who at 
first were not disposed to send a reporter to Rome to 
cover the synod, they used Cardinal Ratziner’s book, 
Report on the Faith, as their principal talking point. 


THEY PERSUADED their editors that the synod 
would turn out to be a red-hot story that would generate a 


steady flow of sensational headlines. 


In fact, the synod turned out to be a rather tame affair

and generated few controversial, much less sensational, - 


headlines. I sympathized with the reporters and 
vicariously shared their sense of discomfiture and sense of 
frustration. 


On the other hand, many reporters-had set their sights 


too high. Their expectations were unrealistic and in some 
cases naive. 


AT LEAST a few reporters had obviously failed to do 
their homework and, judging from the trivial questions 
they asked at press conferences and from random remarks 
during breaks, have never cracked a serious book on 
theology, 


It was predictable that a two-week synod could not 
meet the exaggerated expectations of many of the 
reporters, including some of the real pros, the professional 
Vaticanologists. Some wanted the synod to deal with the 
ordination of women to the priesthood, clerical celibacy, 
and related issues. 


Others expected the synod to deal specifically with 
nuclear warfare, apartheid, etc. 


HOWEVER, IT was never in the cards that this 
particular synod would deal with such specific issues in a 
synod lasting only two weeks. 


That is why I agree with those synodal fathers who 
argued that this synod should have been thought of as an 
interim planning session for a longer and more carefully 
prepared synod on Vatican II, to be preceded by local or 
regional synods. From all accounts this is not likely to 
happen. There is some reason to hope, however, that the 
1987 synod on the laity will, to some extent, serve this 
purpose. We shall see. 


I suggest that we keep things in perspective and not 
exaggerate the importance of what did and did not take 
place at the synod. Synods are extremely important 
events in the life of the universal Church. The over- 
whelming majority of Catholics, however, are living out 
their daily lives at the level of the local church and the 
music of their spheres is the harmonious hum of the 
ordinary. 


WHAT THEY need and expect from the synod is a 
sense of hope for the future, a word of encouragement to 
keep on plugging away at the difficult tasks of becoming 
authentic Christians committed to the letter and spirit of 
Vatican II. 


It is too early to say if the synod met those expectations.

The front page of the San Drego

Dr. King’s efforts have improved America

Thirty years ago when Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., 
stepped into history as leader of the Montgomery, Ala., 
bus boycott he was widely viewed in the white community 
as a troublemaker. This month his birthday will be 
celebrated as a national holiday. 

What happened between then and now is little short of 
a miracle. Although racism is still very much with us, it is

now Clearly recognized for the evil it has always been. 
There has been a revolution in attitudes, and it was 
brought about by this black pastor using the Bee of 
non-violence. 


WHERE WOULD the United States be today without 
Martin Luther King? What we are-seeing in South Africa 
today could just as well have happened here. We were 
paralyzed by the contradiction between our democratic 
ideals and our actual practices, and he is the one who 
freed us — all of us- 


I was brought up, I’m sorry to say, like many in my 
generation — to look down on Blacks. It wasn’t 
something we were actually told. That wasn’t necessary. 
The jokes and the names conveyed the message. Feeling 
as I do now about the word “‘nigger,’’ to remember how 
often I used it as a boy literally nauseates me. 


It was even more a matter of what we didn’t do than 
what we did. What we didn’t do boiled down to one thing: 
we didn’t respect their work and we didn’t respect their 
customs. We didn’t even respect their music, although we 
listened to it all the time. 


HOW COULD we have respected black people? All we 
knew about them came from caricatures that we ourselves 
had made up. Most of what I knew, or thought I knew, 
about black culture came from listening to Amos and 
Andy on. the radio. 


brilliantly planned and executed non-violent actions he 
and his followers made it possible for whites to see the 
black coummunity as it actually is — rich in faith, 
profoundly human, deeply rooted — an American 
resource, not an American problem. 


Because the movement that he led was non-violent, the 
white community had the freedom to change its mind. 
When he sang ‘‘We Shall Overcome’’ he asked everyone 
to join in. He never treated us like enemies (even when we 
treated him like one) because he realized racism was the 
enemy, not white people. In the way he conducted his 
struggle he gave the white community a gift we did not 
even know we needed. 


RACISM IS a burden for everyone. We didn’t realize 
it then, but we were pouring vast amounts-of energy into 
keeping our racial prejudices intact, and in the process we 
were poisoning almost every aspect of our lives, from 
inter-personal relationships to the economy. Only 
something that forced us to look at reality in an entirely 
new way could have broken us out of the trap we were in. 


‘Martin Luther King provided that new way of looking 
at reality, which produced the national holiday that we 


‘ celebrate officially for the first time this year. Never again 


can we ignore the crucial contributions black Americans 
make to our society, and never again can we say that non- 
violence doesn’t work. 


Thanks, Martin. We are a much better nation because 
of your leadership, and we are all better people as 
individuals because you are there to look up to. A lot of us 
with white skin will be singing “‘We Shall Overcome”’ 
with our black brothers and sisters on your birthday this 
year, and it’s all because of you. You are a real hero.

WASHINGTON (NC) — When several thousand 
abortion opponents hike down Pennsylvania Avenue Jan. 
22 during their annual March for Life, they will bring 
along a full agenda to lay at the door of Congress. 


They will arrive on Capitol Hill with the strength of 
their prior successes but with reminders of setbacks as 
well. 


THE RIGHT-TO-LIFE movement won several 
victories in the first session of the 99th Congress: the 
annual ban on government funded-abortions known.as 
the Hyde amendment; a cut-off of funding to groups, 


-such as the U.N. Fund for Population Activities, which 


purportedly support foreign programs of coercive 
abortion; denial of quick passage of new civil rights 
legislation unless it contains a rider to ensure it is not used 
to back abortion, and a prohibition barring the Legal 
Services Corp., from taking abortion cases. 


Failures, however, again include scant progress on a 
constitutional amendment banning abortion, although 
several such measures have been introduced in the 99th 
Congress. 


“They really are not on the front burner,” said 
Douglas Johnson, legislative director of the National 
Right to Life Committee. ‘They still represent our 
ultimate public policy (goal),’” he added, but ‘‘the focus 
has not really been on those proposals.’’ Requiring a two- 
thirds vote for passage, they are difficult to maneuver 
through Congress. 


ACCORDING TO Johnson and Richard Doerflinger, 
assistant director of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops’ Office for Pro-Life Activities, issues likely to win 
Congress’ attention in 1986 include the basic legislation 
that keeps pro-lifers busy anyway: the continued bans on 
government-funded abortion, the attempt to forbid family 
planning agencies from providing abortion referrals, and, 
perhaps, a fight to gain Senate approval of pro-life federal 
judges. 

Some items likely to come up are: 


* @ Hyde amendment 

It will be up for renewal as part of the fiscal 1987 
budget, which Congress should begin deliberating early 
in its term. Because of the past success of the Hyde 
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amendment, pro-life leaders do not anticipate a real 
struggle over it or over similar legislation — such as bans 
on federal insurance coverage of abortion. 


e Ban on funding of UNFPA 

Debate over funding of the U.N. Fund for Population 
Activities could be revived in fiscal 1987, but in light of 
efforts to put a lid on the federal deficit and of the aversion 
to coercive abortion, UNFPA may not fare well. As 
Johnson of Right to Life said, ‘‘the fight may be re- 
opened but there’s not a lot of members of Congress who 
want to defend what’s going on in China,’’ source of 
numerous reports about coerced abortions. UNFPA is 
regarded by pro-lifers as condoning those practices. 


¢ Kemp-Hatch amendment 

This rider to deny Title X government family planning 
funds to organizations that perform abortions or offer 
abortion referrals was deleted from a major money bill in 
December 1985 but a new version could surface. On 
Congress’ agenda is consideration of a major, four-year- 
long Title X family planning program authorization — a 
likely vehicle for attaching a Kemp-Hatch-type measure. 
However, Congress could avoid haggling over an 
authorization bill by funding Title X as needed whenever 
the money runs out, by passing continuing resolutions. 


¢ The Civil Rights Restoration Act (Grove City bill) 

This legislation got bogged down in an angry fight over 
addition of a so-called ‘‘abortion neutral’? amendment to 
ensure that it is not used to facilitate abortion — for 
example, by requiring universities and hospitals to

provide abortion coverage in the guise of offering non- 
discriminatory benefits. The bill ‘‘is languishing but it is 
not dead,’’ Johnson said. ‘“They could pass it tomorrow if 
they’d accept the abortion neutralization amendment.”’ 


MEANWHILE, WHAT’S happened to a measure 
oft-promoted at past March for Life activities, the so- 
called Paramount Human Life Amendment, which 
forbids abortion even to save the life of the mother? 

Although it was introduced in the House in the first 
session of the 99th Congress, it has not been introduced in 
the Senate, according to the NRLC. 


‘“‘The movement won the battle over direct abortion 
funding and is nowhere near a majority for passage of a 
constitutional amendment’’ banning abortion, Doer- 
flinger said. 

WORKING ON the other bills ‘‘is not as appealing as 
working on a human life amendment, but that’s where 


the legal debate over the status of abortion is,’’ he said, - 


“It’s a debate about the inclusion or exclusion of abortion 
in larger federal programs.’’ 


Also as usual, pro-lifers will watch the Supreme Court, 
whose 1986 calendar includes a decision on abortion 
restriction laws from Pennsylvania and Illinois. Despite 
the abortion aspects of the laws, the court theoretically 
could uphold or strike down one or both on technicalities. 


“My fear is that the court might dodge all the 
substantive issues and decide both cases on strictly 
procedural grounds,’’ Doerflinger said. 


Violence at abortion clinics denounced

In sites from New York City to Portland, Ore., in acts 
rejected by pro-life leaders, 11 abortion clinics and a non- 
abortion family planning agency were bombed, targeted 
in attempted bombings, or set afire in late 1985. 


Repudiating such approaches, a Toledo, Ohio, pro-life 
group, Foundation for Life, offered a $500 reward for 
arrest and conviction of those responsible for an apparent 
arson attack on an abortion facility there. 


“WE WANT the abortion clinics to be closed and 
closed forever — but not that way,’’ said Chris Reynolds- 
Holliday, Foundation for Life president. 

Similar sentiments were expressed in the New York 
City area when five organizations — the New Jersey 
Right to Life Committee, New York Right to Life, the 
Connecticut Pro-Life Council, Families for Life, and the 


Long Island Coalition for Life — offered a $5,000 reward 
for information leading to the arrest and conviction of 
those reponsible for the Dec. 10 bombing of a Manhattan 
clinic. 


Ann Mitchell, executive director of Cincinnati Planned 
Parenthood, operator of a clinic damaged in an alleged 
arson attack in late December, said that after the incident 
rosary-carrying abortion opponents staged a 
demonstration ‘‘praising God for the destruction of the 
clinic.”’

In 1958, Franciscan Father Eric O’Brien relinquished 
his leadership of the Serra Cause, and Franciscan Father 
Noel Moholy was named vice-postulator. ° 


In 1976, the ‘‘Summarium on the Life and ‘Times of 
Father Junipero Serra’? was begun. Printed and 
published by the Vatican Polyglot Press in Rome in 1983, 
it incorporated the largest number of documents ever 
presented — a total of 10,000 consisting of 620 pages. 
This work was the result of the combined endeavors of 
Fathers Eric O’Brien, Maynard Geiger, Francis Guest, 
and Noel Moholy. 


ON FEB. 12, 1985, during a meeting of the Serra 
Bicentennial Commission being held at Mission Santa 
Barbara, a phone message to Bishop Thaddeus Shubsda, 
Bishop of Monterey and episcopal moderator for the 
commission, stated that nine out of nine cardinals had just 
voted in Rome that Father Serra practiced, in an 
exemplary manner, thé virtues of faith, hope, charity, 
humility, prudence, justice, temperance, and fortitude to 
a heroic degree. Comments often had arisen criticizing 
Serra on his treatment of the Indians. 


On May 9, 1985, Cardinal Pietro Palazzini met with 
Pope John Paul II along with members of the 
Congregation. From that meeting the decree on the 
heroism of Serra’s virtue was issued, making him 
Venerable. 
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Serra’s beatification could occur during a papal visit to 
California in 1987, which is being planned at the present 
time. 


IN ORDER for Serra to be named Blessed, or 
Beatified, one miracle has to be substantiated. An 
additional miracle is required for canonization as a saint. 
Several cases are presently under investigation. A cancer 
case in the Diocese of Monterey is under investigation in 
Rome. The most promising miracles are the startling cure 
of what was diagnosed as a brain tumor 35 years ago in 
the Archdiocese of Los Angeles. The individual is still 
alive and active. The second is a cure of lupus in St. 
Louis. 


The following quote from the ‘El Rodeo”’ column in 
the May 17, 1985, issue of The Tidings is an appropriate 
ending for this series on the Cause of Venerable Father 
Junipero Serra: 


“The recognition of Serra’s virtue applies to 
Californians today. It means that virtue and holiness are 
attainable, and required, in everyday life, and are not to 
be viewed as a hothouse growth under stained-glass 
windows, beneath bell towers with Gregorian chant 
muzak in the background. Every man has a Camino Real 
before him. It leads through smog, freeway snarls, worka- 
day chores, and the world of routine. This is also the road 
to holiness. Serra is a trailblazer for us.’’

CATHOLICS FOR a Free Choice sponsored the Oct. 
7, 1984, full-page ad in the New York Times titled ‘‘A 
Catholic Statement on Pluralism and Abortion.’’ The ad, 
signed by 97 Catholics including 27 Religious, argued 
that there is more than one legitimate Catholic position on 
the morality of direct abortion. 


‘ Among the ad signers was Dr. Jane Via, a former 
University of San Diego professor. Talks: by Via at 
church-sponsored gatherings within the Diocese of San 
Diego have been postponed by Bishop Leo T. Maher 
until Via clarifies her position on abortion. 


Besides the Jan. 22 rallies, Concerned Citizens for 
Human Life and other local pro-life groups are also 
circulating a pro-life initiative petition, Fitch said. To 
appear on the November 1986 ballot, 630,000 signatures 
must be collected throughout the state. If passed, the 
measure would prohibit use of taxpayer dollars to fund 
abortions in California, Fitch said, adding that $30 
million taxpayer dollars are spent on abortion each year 
in this state. 


SIGNATURES TO qualify the initiative for the 
November ballot have been collected outside several 
parishes in the diocese, Fitch explained: The petitions will 
be circulated outside Blessed Sacrament parish Jan. 
18-19, St. John the Evangelist Jan. 26, and Our Lady of 
Grace parish Feb. 1-2, she added. (For more information 
on the measure, call Anne Fitch at 466-1507 or.

HE CITED a 1985 NRLC statement that ‘‘if we were 
to adopt the evil tactics of those who would promote 
abortion by using violence ourselves, we would destroy 
the very ethic that is the foundation of our pro-life 
movement.”’ 

In Toledo, Mrs. Reynolds-Holliday added that offering 
a reward ‘‘will impress other people that we’re willing to 
put our hard-earned money up’’ to arrest whoever was 


responsible. 
Dan Roche, director of the Cincinnati Archdiocesan 
Family Life Office, reiterated the U.S. bishops’ 


opposition to use of violence in anti-abortion activities. 

THE FAMILY Life Office supports and promotes 
many pro-life efforts through seminars, funding, and 
lobbying, but “‘it cannot condone violence in the cause of 
protecting the unborn from abortion,’’ Roche said. 

Planned Parenthood’s Ms. Mitchell blamed the acts 
against her clinic in Cincinnati and others across the 
nation on the ‘‘emotional rhetoric and fanaticism’’ of 
groups that picket clinics. 

Barbara Willke, co-chairperson of Greater Cincinnati 
Right to Life, and wife of Dr. John Willke, NRLC 
president, said most people arrested for bombing abortion 
clinics are husbands, fathers, and others whose girl- 
friends, wives, and daughters had abortions over their 
objections.

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Feasts, shrines more popular: - 
than Mass attendance in | 
west European countries

In West Germany and Austria, centuries-old religious 


symbols, customs, and celebrations are more popular 
than regular Mass attendance. 


Church steeples loom above the V-shaped roofs of 
village houses. Crucifixes hang in many guest house 
lobbies and dining rooms. Statues of Mary in city parks 
and small shrines in residents’ yards greet the tourist at 
many turns. 


IN GRODIG, Austria, four miles south of Salzburg, 
about 300 Catholics celebrated their annual thanksgiving 
with a procession through town, following the 9 a.m. 
Mass on Sept. 15. 


Two four-foot-high harvest crowns made from dried 
wheat, oats, rye, and barley were carried on platforms 
containing apples, cucumbers, and corn, said Pater Bern- 
hard Wageneder, pastor of Grodig’s only church. 


Youth from the country were pole-bearers of one 
crown; city firefighters, of the other. Procession 
participants included two parish priests, altar servers, 
band members, and customs officials carrying guns used 
150 years ago. A feast in the town’s former public school 
concluded the celebration. 


THE CROWNS were then placed in the sanctuary of 
the church (see photo). 


A similar crown made of locally produced grains was 
also seen in the center aisle of the cathedral in Salzburg, 
Austria. 


Here, devotion to Our Lady of Perpetual help is 
apparently popular. About 600 vigil lights were burning 
before her picture in one of the cathedral’s altars. 


Only five percent of the Catholics in Salzburg and 10 
percent of those in Grodig attend Mass, Pater Wageneder 
said. 


HOWEVER, MANY more Austrians observe special 
feast days. 


The Sept. 24 feast of Austria’s patron, St. Rupert, was 
the occasion for a three-day celebration beginning with a 
prayer service in the Salzburg cathedral. Later, thousands 
of people packed nearby Mozart square for a street fair, 
which resembled a North American carnival except for its 
German brass band and organ grinders. 


In front of the cathedral, an artist turned a 6-by-4-foot 
piece of pavement into a colored-chalk drawing of the 
Madonna. it seemed like an extension of the paintings 
inside, which depict events in Mary’s life. 


NORTHWEST OF Salzburg, a 23-foot-high cross on 
Hochfelln peak marks the highest point in the Bavarian 
Alps. From the site of this gold-centered, black cast-iron 
landmark can be seen a panoramic view of higher peaks to 
the south and Lake Chiemsee to the north. 


The cross overlooks the village of Bergen, West . 


Germany, whose residents donated the goldmarks in 1886 
to build the 3,600-pound symbol in honor of King 
Ludwig of Bavaria. They used horses to haul pieces of the 
cross up the Hockfelln. 


A nearby chapel, the Taborkapelle, tells its story on a 
plaque fastened to its stone walls. It was built in 1896 by 
the people of Bergen and destroyed by a lightning-caused 
fire in 1970. A damaged iron bell hanging near the door 
apparently survived. The following year the townspeople 
rebuilt the chapel, which was dedicated by Bishop Tewes 
of the Munich diocese. 


TODAY THE Taborkapelle’s doors are locked, but a 
small window reveals a wooden crucifix on the wall 
behind the altar adorned with brass candlesticks and 
candles. Outside, a low stone wall encloses a viewing 
area. 


In Munich a gold-colored statue of Mary, holding the 
child Jesus and standing on a crescent-shaped moon, 
dominates Marienplatz, a square surrounded by stores 
and office buildings. The statues are erected on a tall 
black marble pillar whose Latin inscription invokes Mary 
as the powerful protector of Germany. 


These symbols are reminders of the past when 
Catholicity was more widely practiced in the country. 


REGULAR MASS attendance by West German 
Catholics declined from 53 percent in 1950 to 29 percent 
in 1980, according to a 1985 article in the National 
Catholic Reporter. 


In large West German cities less than half the Catholics 
are married in the Church, and a majority of Catholic 
parents no longer have their children baptized in the 
Church. 


Among West German Catholic youth, Mass 
attendance dropped from 52 percent in 1963 to 16 percent 
in 1980, the article continued.

French church history still lives 
in ancient walls of Chartres cathedral

The 700-year-old cathedral in Chartres, about an 
hour’s drive from Paris, resembled a museum more 
than a place of worship the afternoon of Sept. 15. 


The two-towered stone edifice echoed with camera- 
clicking tourists viewing hundreds of statues lining the 
walls and entrances to the cathedral. Guides for 
different groups pointed out stained-glass windows and 
the scriptural events they illustrate. 


THE ONLY evidence of worship was in the 
cathedral’s north gallery, the site of a shrine to the 
Virgin of the Pillar. Here a Sister fingered her rosary 
as she sat with about a dozen others praying before the 
black statue of Mary holding the Infant. 


_ None seemed to notice the man sliding onto a prie- 
dieu: (kneeler) with his 18-inch loaf of French bread. 
Most kissed the pillar before they left. 


The images, adorned in turquoise-designed white 
satin gowns with gold fringes, stand on a tall white 
column. Mary is shown holding a pear symbolizing the 
forbidden fruit in the garden of Eden. Jesus is shown 
holding and blessing a globe representing the world. 


SMALL LIGHTS, arched around the statues, 
reach to the altar below, which is decked with flowers 
and burning candles. The flames direct attention to 
about 100 lighted tapers in stands on each side of chairs 
facing the shrine. 

The statue, installed in 1508, is a reproduction of 
one made from gold and built into the main altar in the 
13th century. Its story of survival is told in French 
literature on the cathedral. 

Fourteen years later, an attack by a Protestant 
reformer caused it to fall from its stone pillar, and an 
arm was lost from the image of Jesus. 

THE STATUE was closeted four years during the 
French Revolution. After being re-enthroned in 1795, 
it became discolored by water that leaked on it from the 
ceiling. 


Chartres parishioners then built a shelter for the 
image and sewed elaborate gowns for it. 


In 1855, members of France’s hierarchy attended a 


Mass in the cathedral to honor the Virgin of the Pillar.

WASHINGTON (NC) — Lisa Paul, 


an American Catholic student majoring 
in Russian studies, has completed a 
25-day fast on behalf of a Soviet Jewish 
woman who is unable to emigrate to the 
West to receive medical attention. 


At a press conference in Washington 
Miss Paul said she started the fast Dec. 14 
to call attention to the needs of Inna 
Meiman, a Jewish ‘‘refusenik’’ in 
Moscow who was her tutor when she was 
studying in the Soviet Union. 


SHE SAID Mrs. Meiman has gone 
through four operations for a cancerous 
tumor on her neck and there are signs of a 
new growth. 


‘Her prospects are probably more 
desperate now,’’ according to Miss Paul, 
“‘because an operation is not even an 
option.’’ She said Mrs. Meiman needs 
radiation or isotopic treatment that is only 
available in some Western countries and 
Israel. 


The Union of Councils for Soviet Jews 


reported that Mrs. Meiman’s husband, 
Naum Meiman, a mathematician and 
physicist, has not been granted a visa to 
emigrate to Israel because he allegedly 
has access to secret information. He 
belonged to the disbanded Helsinki 
Watch Committee that monitored Soviet 
compliance with the Helsinki accords. 


THE UNION said Mrs. Meiman has 
been told by Soviet authorities that, 
because of her husband’s status, she also 
poses a security risk. 


Believing that the Soviet Union is 
refusing Mrs. Meiman “‘her right to fight 
for her own life,’’ Miss Paul, a University 
of Minnesota senior from Appleton, 
Wis., decided that ‘‘as an American I 
have a right to speak up’’ on her behalf. 


Miss Paul said she chose the hunger 
strike because she wanted to do something 
to call attention to Mrs. Meiman’s plight 
but that she did not want to do anything 
that would interfere with her studies 
because ‘‘Inna would have been 
dismayed if I had tossed everything else 
aside.””

In an interview in Appleton before the 
fast began, Miss Paul said that ‘‘in 
teaching me the Russian language, (Mrs. 
Meiman) shared her life and what it’s like 


to live in the Soviet Union.’’

‘“‘T LEARNED to love her because she 


is such a warm person with so much 
human spirit. I came to admire and 
respect her because even though she is a 
victim in her own country, she is not 
bitter, and lives out a pailosophy that 
others only talk about.’ 


‘‘Making this protest decision was a 
prayerful process,’’ Miss Paul said, one 
influenced by her Catholic upbringing. 


“‘T don’t know how much longer Inna 
can hang on but I want her to know that 
there are people who care, that her life 
counts,”’ she said.

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*!* Follow-up work on 1985 synod yet to begin

VATICAN CITY (NC) — The 1985 
extraordinary Synod of Bishops closed 
Dec. 8, but much of its work has yet to 
begin. 

The work involves carrying out 
numerous recommendations, suggested 
by the nearly 160 synod delegates and 
approved by Pope John Paul II. Two 
recommendations the delegates 
emphasized were: 

e Formulating a ‘‘catechism or 
compendium of all Catholic doctrine 
regarding both faith and morals’’ as a 
“point of reference’’ for locally produced 
cathechisms. 

e Studying more deeply the 
theological basis and teaching authority of 
bishops’ conferences. 


THOSE RECOMMENDATIONS 
were considered key by the delegates 
because they directly affect the universal 
Church. 


Under synod rules, the task of planning: 
the follow-up work of the synod belongs to 
the 15-member council of the synod 
general secretariat. The council includes 
Cardinal Joseph Bernardin of Chicago, 
the only U.S. member. 


The current council, composed of 12 
heads of dioceses and three Vatican 
officials, is required to meet at least twice 
a year. 


IT IS the council’s task to formulate 
procedures for carrying out synod 


recommendations and to present the 


procedures to the pope for approval. 


No dates have been set yet for the 1986 
council meetings, said Father Fortunato 
Frezza, an official of the synod 
secretariat, Jan. 9. The council usually 
meets in the spring and in the fall of every 
year, he said. 


The council may suggest establishing 
special commissions to carry out specific 
synod tasks, such as drafting a catechism 
and the bishops’ conference study, said 
Father Frezza. 


OTHER SYNOD recommendations 
included: 

© Developing conferences and courses 
for priests, Religious, and laity on the 
documents issued by the Second Vatican 
Council. 

¢ Encouraging education for spiritual 
development in priestly, religious, and 
married life. 

e Improving communication and 
reciprocal dialogue between bishops and 
theologians. i 

e Using religious instruction to 
improve understanding of the liturgy. 

e Studying the applicability of the 
concept of subsidiarity in the life of the 
Church. Subsidiarity refers to letting local 
church authorities handle local issues. 

e Interpreting the signs of the times in 
relation to the theology of the cross, 
inculturation, the preferential option for 
the poor, human promotion, and the 
social doctrine of the Church.

1) Emphasize that the decision has NOTHING to do with them. Children often feel 
that they are to blame for their parents’ arguments and problems. 


2) Let them know that this is a marital separation, not a parent-child one. Emphasize 
that you love them, and that both of you will continue to be involved with them. 


3) Allow the children the freedom to express their feelings. Let them know that it is all 
right for them to be angry, sad or uncertain. Perhaps they will even feel unburdened. 
Don’t speak for them or tell them what they should feel. Just LISTEN and be supportive. 


4) Answer their questions honestly and directly. 
5) Do not put down the other parent. Your children need to feel it’s all right to have

DURING THE extraordinary synod, 
however, there was disagreement as to 
what extent national and _ regional 
bishops’ conferences — because they are 
not composed of all the world’s bishops — 
share in collegial authority. This led to 
the recommendation for further study. 


Many synod delegates also favored the 
drafting of a universal outline of basic 
Catholic teachings as a point of reference 
in the writing of local catechisms. The 
aim was to insure a common 


understanding of the faith around the’ 


world. However, there was no consensus 
as to how this should be done or who 
should do it.

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A colleague sent me a reprint of an article published in 
the Niagara Herald in 1828, entitled ‘‘Instructions for the 
Married.’’ On reading them, it becomes evident that they 
are instructions for the female married only. Apparently 
husbands back then needed no instructions. 


Sharing them aloud with women brings much 
merriment — and also sadness, because we bear some 
fallout today. I decided it would be interesting to reprint 
these eight instructions along with reactions from older 
and younger women of 1985. 


THE INSTRUCTIONS follow: 

1. Avoid contradicting your husband. 

2. Occupy yourself only with household affairs; wait 
till your husband confides to you those of higher 
importance, and do not give your advice till he asks for it. 

3. Never take upon yourself to be a censor of your 
husband’s morals and do not lecture him. Let’ your 
preaching be a good example, and practice virtue yourself 
to make him in love with it. 

4. Command his attention by always being attentive to 
him; never exact anything and you will obtain much; 
appear always flattered by the little he does for you, which 
will excite him to perform more. 

5. All men are vain; never wound his vanity, not even 
in the most trifling instances. A wife may have more sense 
than her husband, but she should never seem to know it. 

6. When a man gives wrong counsel, never make him

feel that he has done so, but lead him on by degrees to 
what is rational, with mildness and gentleness; when he is 
convinced, leave him all the merit of having found out 
what was just and reasonable. 

7. When a husband is out of temper behave obligingly 
to him; if he is abusive never retort; and never prevail 
over him to humble him. 

8. Seem always to obtain information from him, 
especially before company, though you may pass yourself 
for a simpleton. Never forget that a wife owes all her 
importance to that of her husband. 


Well, there they are. I suggest you share them with 
your spouse, your children, your pastor, and your 
therapist whenever they indicate that feminism is a 
needless endeavor. 


My older women listeners nodded in sad recognition: 
yes, that’s the way it was. And, yes, that’s what their 
mothers tried to teach them. 


And the younger women? Almost in unison they

shrieked with laughter. Their second reaction? ‘‘What a 
put-down of men.”’ It’s something we don’t think about 
when we talk about women’s proscribed roles — how 
demeaning they are to men. 


LET’S LOOK again at these instructions. The bottom 
line reads, ‘‘Manipulate.’’ When he gives wrong counsel, 
never make him feel he has done so, but when he realizes 
it, give him the credit for having discovered what is just 
and reasonable.

“Never forget that a wife owes all her importance to 
that of her husband.’’ There are those who think wives 
owe their importance to God. 


THE SADNESS is that we still read this kind of thing 
in tracts today. It’s reassuring to know that some of our 
husbands have escaped the trap of being infallible and 
prefer a wife who is real to one who is manipulative. 


I suspect that few of today’s husbands would actively 
seek a wife like the one described. Who wants a wife who 
only occupies herself with household affairs? How boring. 
Who wants a wife who believes men are always vain and 
need attention and flattery? 

As the young women said, ‘‘These instructions don’t 


say much for men, do they? They sound more like 
children than men.’’ Amen to that. 


Old church, new church controversy lives 


QUESTION: Several weeks ago you 
responded to a woman’s comment 
about changes in the Catholic Church. 
Your first sentence was in error; you 
said you understood her feelings in the 
matter, but you do not! 


The current Catholic Church is 
administered by liberal clerics. No 
Vatican Council required these 
changes, only a group of liberal 
bishops. Today our churches are good 
replicas of Protestant churches. The 
Mass is a horror.

I accept 
no rationalization for unnecessary 
changes. You and the other priests are 
always on the defensive about this.

ANSWER: | hesitated to pursue this 
subject further. However, in light of the 
static most priests still receive from a few 
but very vocal people, perhaps your 
words need some response.

opportunities the Church offers them 
today to greater holiness and fidelity is 
not something we take lightly. 


I think I do understand. I was raised 
way back in the ‘‘old church,’ and we 
had to go through the same process of 
study, prayer, and (I hope) openness to 
the Holy Spirit as did other Catholics to 
understand where the Spirit is leading us 
as the people of Jesus Christ. 


I know as well as the next Catholic or 
other Christian that to be asked by 
anyone, including God, to take up anchor 
and move where we have never been 
before is painful. The fact is He did just 
that with Mary and all the saints, and he 
does it with us. 


NAME CALLING may help us feel 
good about our position, but it is no 
substitute for some plain thinking, or for 
facts. As I said in a recent column, a little 
knowledge of history is a big help, if we’re 
really interested in the truth and facts, 
that is. 

You speak of the ‘‘Tridentine Mass’”’ 
approved by Pope Pius V in 1570. Are 
you aware that this Mass has not been 
used by the Church for nearly 400 years? 
Only 34 years after Pius V gave his 
decree, Pope Clement VIII issued 
changes, and said that now his was the 
definitive edition. Several subsequent 
popes did the same, right up into our own 
century, resulting in the Mass we had 
before Vatican II. 

Obviously the so-called Tridentine 
Mass, held in such veneration by some 
Catholics today, isn’t that at all. In fact,

Instantly, I grew 
nostalgic for those days of my childhood 
when a coonskin cap was a crown and 
knowing all the lyrics to ‘‘The Ballad of 
Davy Crockett’? was the sign of a true 
believer. 


Every era has its pluses and minuses, I 
know, but it seems to me that one plus of 
those days is missing on contemporary 
television. I refer to the abundance of 
admirable heroes for children to look up 
to, figures who exemplified the qualities 
that parents want to pass on to their kids 
— characters who, in adult form, showed 
children that it was possible to live out the 
virtues that their parents said were 
important. 


WHEN I was growing up, my mom 
and dad had, for back-up, such TV 
heroes as the Lone Ranger, Superman, 
Wyatt Earp, Davy Crockett and Dan’l 
Boone (both played to perfection by TV’s 
Gary Cooper and Fess Parker), Roy 
Rogers, and any number of cowboys, 
adventurers, and crime-stoppers. You 
can make fun now of the TV families of 
those days — the Nelsons, Andersons, 
Stones, Cleavers — but guess what’s the

most popular show, by far, on the air 
right now? That’s right: the Huxtable 
family on ‘‘The Bill Cosby Show’’ and 
they imitate every wonderful feature of 
those ’50s classics. 


However, I have to look hard for other 
programs that copy the TV of the 


_ Crockett era. The ‘‘heroes’’ on television 


nowadays tend to be loners, crazies, cast- 
outs, borderline thugs, and cranks. (Just 
look at ‘‘The A-Team’’ for examples of 
all five embodied in a trio.) Would you 
really want your children to grow up to be 
like the egotistical, maniacal, violence- 
loving trinity on that show? 

This disparity extends to the real-life 
performers as well. I know that actors, 
like sports figures, prefer to shrug off the

mantle of being an example, holding that 
they have a job to do and owe nothing 
more to society. I think they are wrong. 
Being an example is part of their job and 
it is a job Roy Rogers and Clayton 
(‘‘Lone Ranger’’) Moore still take 
seriously.

When I think of such actors, I think of 
integrity, honesty, gentility, 
commitment, and strength. 

GUESS WHAT I think of when I 
picture Stacy Keach of ‘‘Mike Hammer”’ 


_ or Jan-Michael Vincent of ‘‘Airwolf’’? 


I can hear some of you grumbling out 
there: ‘‘But, Jim, think of those days. 
Your heroes also stood for violence and 
might-makes-right. And aren’t they all 
men? What about some female role 
models?’’ 


Okay, bring on some admirable 
women. Outdo the ’50s if you can. As for 
violence, it’s true that those cowboy 
shows had fist fights and shoot-outs, but 
they were always last-resort actions. 
Heroes like Wyatt and Roy resisted 
violence for as long as they could; the 
Ranger and Tonto only shot to wound; 
Superman never bullied, despite his 
superior strength. Contrast that with how 
violence is used today on TV. I’ll admit 
to that weakness then if you’l] admit that 
it’s far worse right now. 


TV ‘heroes’ aren’t what they used to be 


WHAT WAS significant about those 


thrilling days of yesteryear was that 
society, generally, agreed on what values 
should be promoted in the media. Parents 
raising their children to be religious, up- 
right, moral, decent, and caring could 
count on television to reinforce those 
values. Parents in the ’80s don’t have an 
ally in the tube; they have an adversary, 
which preaches that traditional values — 
like chastity, self-sacrifice, humility, and 
gentility — are for wimps. 

We’ve come a long way since Davy’s 
day, but not always for the better. Given 
a choice between Davy Crockett and 
Sonny Crockett, I’ll always stick with the 
man in buckskin, no matter how out-of- 
date his wardrobe is. 


(If you are looking for some of those old 
shows, they rerun on _ several cable 
channels. The Christian Broadcasting 
Network has just announced it is running 
some favorites, such as ‘‘Gunsmoke,’’ 
“Father Murphy,’’ ‘‘Father Knows 
Best,’’ and ‘‘The Rifleman.’’ There is 
also junk like ‘‘The Flying Nun.’”’ CBN is 
also airing a series about a Scottish family 
settling Canada in the 1830s. It’s called 
‘‘The Campbells.’’

Muppets celebrate 30 years in show business

NEW YORK (NC) — Jim Henson’s 
Muppets have become one of television’s 
most durable institutions, an 
accomplishment recognized by ‘“The 
Muppets — A Celebration of 30 Years,”’ 
airing Tuesday, Jan. 21, 8-9 p.m. on 
CBS. 


With Fozzie Bear serving as master of 
ceremonies and Kermit the Frog as the 
guest of honor, the gala-dinner format 
spoofs the many television retrospectives 
paying tribute to various show business 
personalities. There is no stuffiness here, 
however, because the audience is 
composed entirely of assorted Muppet 
characters, from the familiar to the 
unexpected.

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its look back at 30 years of Muppetry. It 
proves characteristically witty in 
introducing selections from early black- 
and-white shows to guest shots on the Ed 
Sullivan variety program. Among: the 
highlights are excerpts from ‘“‘Sesame 
Street,’’ the Muppet motion pictures, 
cable’s ‘‘Fraggle Rock’’ and Saturday 
morning’s ‘‘Muppet Babies.”’ 


Such a prime-time special is something 
of a personal triumph for Henson, who 
had been turned down by the networks 
when he originally offered them ““The 
Muppet Show.’’ The series was then

In any event, it is a pleasure to share 
with the Muppets their celebration of 30 
years of entertaining TV viewers of all 
ages. 


Frontline, public television’s award- 
winning public affairs series, begins its 
new season with ‘‘Hostage in Iran,”’ 
airing Tuesday, Jan. 21, 9-10:30 p.m. on 
PBS. 


Produced and directed by Canadian 
filmmaker Les Harris, the documentary 
covers the entire 444 days of captivity of 
52 Americans held hostage in their own 
embassy compound in Tehran. Covered 
also are the effects of the hostage crisis on 
the American political scene, the tragedy 
of the attempted rescue mission and the 
audacious escape of six embassy 
employees with the aid of Canadian 
officials. 


The program uses various sources of 
film footage, including that filmed by the 
Iranian student-captors themselves. 
Interviewed, some for the first time, are 
many of the key participants in the crisis. 


Based on a screening of a rough-cut of 
the program, this Frontline documentary 
gets closer to what was actually going on 
during that traumatic period than 
anything television previously has 
attempted. It is well worth reliving the 
experience, partly to learn from the 
mistakes that made it possible but mostly 
because of the courage of the captives who 
survived this act of terrorism with 
remarkable dignity.

Tom Hulce, who played the young 
Mozart in ‘‘Amadeus,’’ re-creates his 
1982 stage performance in the title role of 
Rocket as a young boy who discovers he 
can fly. An unhappy outsider to the other 
boys, he keeps his secret until one day he 
astounds everyone by flying away. 

When he returns to his hometown as an 
international hero some 20 years later, he 
knows that he is beginning to lose his 
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ability to fly. His childhood sweetheart 
has married his one close friend and their 
son, Daniel, wants to follow the path of 
his namesake, and tragedy results. 


Hulce gives a fine performance in Peter 
Parnell’s fragile fantasy about growing up 
without compromising the dreams of 
youth. The stylized production may take 
some getting used to, but once the 
conventions of flat sets and adults playing 
schoolchildren are accepted, it becomes a 
touching, and often amusing, experience. 
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
